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FRANCE 


A few new French theatrical films will 
be released this fall; but changed internal 
conditions and the sea blockade are expected 
to stop further shipments of French pictures. 


The old France is still alive -— in films. 
Harvest, the same version that won the New 
York Film Critics Circle prize for the best 
foreign film in 1939, is being issued in 
16mm by the French Cinema Center (35 West 
45th St. NYC). The film has been popular 
in 35mm with agricultural colleges ahd 
groups, and the new issue is expected to 
broaden that audience. In its theatrical 
showing the film ran 32 consecutive weeks 
at the World and Sth Avenue Playhouse in 
New York City. 
study guide will be issued with the new 
prints. 


EDUCATIONAL FILM INSTITUTE 


Production of documentary films at the 
Educational Film Institute of New York Uni- 
versity has suddenly been suspended and crews 
called in from the field. Two films were 
under way when the order was received: Joris 
Ivens' picture on economic frontiers and 
John Ferno's on agricultural surpluses. 
Simultaneously the Institute's three com- 
pleted productions have been recalled for 
revision. The move brings to a halt one 
of the most active documentary film pro- 
ducing groups in the country. The reasons 
given are economic and cultural changes due 
to war and national preparedness. 


The Sloan Foundation, provider of the 
grant to New York University under which 
the Institute operated, declined to make a 
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A French-English language . 


FOREST SERVICE 


The Forest Service of the Department of 
Agriculture has four films in production 
at the present time. Vanishing Herds, a 2- 
reel subject onwildlife protection and man- 
agement; Blessings of Grass, a 2-reel sub- 
ject on grazing in the National Forests; 
The Strength of the Hills, ai-reel subject 
on fire prevention andcontrol in the Ozark 
region; and The Forest Ranger at Work, a 2- 
reel subject on the work done by a forest 
ranger throughout the year. 


It is expected that the first two will 
be ready for release in a month or two, the 
third inabout three months, and the fourth 
sometime next winter. 


Forest Service films are available for 
distribution through the Office of Motion 
Pictures, U.S. Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, D.C., and the following film 
depositories: 


Regional Forester, U.S. Forest Service, 
San Francisco, California; Atlanta, Georgia; 
Missoula, Montana ;Albuquerque, New Mexico; 
and Ogden, Utah; New York City, Chicago 
and San Francisco divisions of the Motion 
Picture Bureau of the Y.M.C.A. The names 
of filmlibraries loaning 16mm Forest Service 
films invarious states may be obtained from 
the Division of Information and Education, 
Department of Agriculture, and from the 
American Film Center.

definite commitment for renewal ofits grant 
in the new fiscal year, reporting changed 
income expectations due to war as the rea- 
son. Production had been going ahead on 
the assumption of a renewal, according to 
the Institute. 


There isa report, however, of dissatis- 
faction with the critical tenor of films 
and scripts onhand inview of changed world 
conditions. War and national defense, it 
is said, make necessary amore constructive 
approach toeconomic material. Films stat- 
ing economic problems, it is reported, need 
more suggestions forspecific remedies. For 
example, the film onunemployment might now 
relate the problem of skilled unemployed to 
defense industries. Epilogues providing 
"more constructive" solution to problems 
presented in the completed films are now 
being prepared; scripts for contemplated 
productions are being revised. Critical 
spirit will not suffer in these revisions, 
according to Spencer Pollard, director of 
the Institute; but "more emphasis will be 
placed on getting things done." It is hoped 
that if revised scripts meet approval the 
grant for production will be restored. Lit- 
igation by the Institute's film makers is 
threatened should present contracts be vio- 
lated. 


The Sloan Foundation, established by Al- 
fred P. Sloan, has been supplying grants 
to universities to promote economic educa-— 
tion. One of these grants was made to NYU 
for economic education through films. Edu- 
cational Film Institute was established as 
a department of the university under the 
Chancellor. The Institute acted as pro- 
ducer, or co-producer when production ar- 
rangements were made with a film company. 
Films belong to the university. 


As a permanent producing organization 
the Institute hopes tosupplement the Sloan 
grants with funds from other sources for 
the purpose of continuing and expanding pro- 
duction of documentary films. 


MISSOURI WILDLIFE 


The restoration of Missouri's natural 
resources is the subject of a 2-reel docu- 


mentary film which will go into production 
on location about July 18. Sponsor is the 
Conservation Commission of Missouri. Story 
will hinge onthe relation of soil to wild 
life, with particular attention given to 
food and cover forquail and the development 
of bass streams. Missouri's conservation 
program is written into the state consti- 
tution, indicating unusual determination to 
protect its outdoor life. The making of 
the filmisa part of the Commission's edu- 
cational programandwill be handled by its 
Information and Education Division. 


Producer is Mack Gorham, in association 
with the American Film Center. Cameraman 
is Stacey Woodard. Special music will be 
prepared by Hanns Eisler and Harry Robin, 
Release date is set for mid-autumn. First 
distribution will be in Missouri theatres. 
16mm prints will be made later for schools 
and clubs. Outstate distribution will be 
arranged. 


PHILANTHROPY 


Arrangements have been completed between 
the Federation for Support of Jewish Phil- 
anthropic Societies of New York City (spon- 
sor) and Film Associates (producer), for a 
2-reel filmonthe Federation's accomplish- 
ments in the field of philanthropy. Amer- 
ican Film Center is acting as consultant 
and Donald Slesinger has been named arbi- 
trator of film problems. Staff members of 
Film Associates are out looking at insti- 
tutions andscript is in preparation. Shoot- 
ing will begin in about two weeks. Film 
is to be ready in 35mm by September 10, and 
will be shown by the Federation in connec- 
tion with its autumn campaign. 


DENIS-CHRYSLER 


The new Armand Denis film, based on the 
recent Denis-Roosevelt expedition to Asia, 
has been completed and will soon be released 
in the United States by the Chrysler Cor- 
poration. The picture was made for non- 
theatrical distribution and lecture rights 
are retained by the producer. United Art- 
ists will handle distribution outside the 
U.S. The film is a genuine story of odd 
people and the strange things they do, ac- 
cording to Denis, whose specialty is filn- 
ing ancient native customs that are dying

out. Running time is more than an hour. 
(16mm or 357?) 


Three hundred prints will find their way 
to the public through 4,000 Chrysler deal- 
ers, most of whom have sound projection 
equipment. It is expected that other local 
media, clubs, churches, State Fairs, etc., 
will supplement dealer showings. Wheels 
Across Africa was distributed by Chrysler 
in this manner, and, it is reported, reached 
an audience of 12-15 million. 


Producer and director is Armand Denis; 
associate in production is Leila Roosevelt. 
Photographer is Leroy G. Phelps (Dark Rap- 
ture). Editors are Charles Wolfe and Leroy 
Phelps. Stills are by Hassoldt Davis. Some 
native sound is used; music and commentary 
are by the Sam Fox Publishing Co. (Dark 
Rapture). A book about the expedition, en- 
titled "Land of the Eye," written by Has-— 
soldt Davis, will soon be published by Henry 
Holt. 


A cavalcade of all Denis pictures, to 
be used for lecture purposes, is under way. 
Parts of Goona Goona, Wild Cargo, Wheels 
Across Africa, and the present picture, are 
being used. Running time will be about one 
hour. Theme is the making of adventure 
pictures. 


NEGRO EDUCATION 


After five weeks on location in the South, 
members of Film Associates finished shoot-— 
ing on Negro Education film and have re- 
turned to New York City. Editing and scor- 
ing are now in progress and the film will 
be completed in about two weeks. 


EISENSTEIN 


Eisenstein's Mexican filmis coming back 
to life again. Shot several years ago and 
the subject of a spirited controversy be- 
tween Eisenstein and his backer, Upton Sin- 
clair, the enormous amount of footage stack-— 
ed up by Eisenstein until recently has been 
gathering dust in a stock shot library. 
Some time ago, Marie Seton, film critic of 
the Manchester Guardian, looked at 110,000 
feet of the film, broke it down to 50,000, 
purchased the rights to 16,000 and now has 
made a film of 6,000, tentatively entitled 
Time In The Sun. Seton originally nego- 


tiated with Upton Sinclair for the Academy 
Cinema of London, but when European develop— 
ments caused that company to retire, she 
went ahead independently. Another 8,000 
feet of archaeological material is being 
held by Seton and Kenneth MacGowan for an 
archaeological picture to be made in the 
future in cooperation with the American Film 
Center. 

The first Eisenstein Mexican film, Thunder 
Over Mexico, (Sol Lesser and Upton Sinclair) 
used up only a small amount of the total 
Eisenstein footage. 


Poetic theme of Time In The Sun is the 
constant survival of Mexican spirit through 
artistic and religious expression. Although 
sequences in the picture follow as nearly 
as possible the original idea of Eisenstein, 
the cutting, editing, rhythm and narration 
are different, according to Seton. New and 
traditional music is supplied by thirty 
Mexicans. There are four Narrations: one 
general, one Spanish, and two Mexican In- 
dians. 


Two books receive credit in the produc-— 
tion: "Idols Behind Altars," by Anita Bren-— 
ner, and "Conquest of Yucatan," by Franz 
Blom. From the latter were obtained trans- 
lations of Mayan hymns. The extent to which 
the Brenner book was used in the film by 
Eisenstein and Seton, and terms of payment 
for rights are in dispute. Attorneys for 
Seton and Brenner report that they hope to 


reach a settlement without litigation. 


Release date is set for September unless 
Mexican news events precipitate an earlier 
release. Distributor, with United States, 
Central andSouth American rights, is World 
Pictures. Academy Cinema has British rights. 
Other rights are retained by Seton. The 
Little Theatre at the World's Fair announces 
the film for September showing. 


TRADE UNIONS 


The making of full~fashioned hosiery and 
the activities of the union are the subjects 
ofa film being made by the Educational De- 
partment of the American Federation of Hos- 
iery Workers (CIO). The production will 
be used to promote public interest in union 
label hosiery. 


The A.F.H.W. is one of the few American 
trade unions taking an active interest in 
films. Since 1927 the union has been taking 
pictures of working conditions in southern 
textile mills "to inform our northern mem- 
bership onthis subject." Until three years 
ago shooting and screening was sporadic, 
concerned chiefly with strike subjects. At 
that time a sound projector was purchased. 
Camera, lights, andother simple production 
equipment were added recently. 


An innovation invisual education is the 
union's use of films showing development, 
in the hosiery industry for the purpose of 
preparing its membership for technological 
change. Other union films (16mm silent) 
consist of newsreel shots ofsuch activities 
as a national executive board meeting, the 
officers of the union, the work of the na- 
tional office in keeping records, etc., spe- 
cial events such as conventions, picnics, 
athletic or educational activities. Educa- 


tional Director Lawrence Rogin says: "We 
find that this type of film is perhaps the 
most interesting to our membership. They 


like to see themselves." 


Other films shown by the union are docu- 
mentary films of the U.S. Government, the 
few available labor films, Charlie Chaplin, 
and other comedies. Showings are held at 
regular union meetings and at special film 
sessions. 


For the past two years the Laundry Work- 
ers' division of the Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers of America has been using 16mm films 
for educational and entertainment purposes 
at membership and special educational meet— 
ings. The organization has shot a few films 
of its own activities, and these are shown 
along with labor and U.S. Government films. 
A program of films from the Social Hygiene 
Bureau of the New York Board of Health is 
scheduled for showing inthe fall, according 
to Bessie Hillman, Educational Director. 


NEWSREELS 


With the German sweep of the continent, 
the production situation in France has 
changed radically. Newsreel imports have 
dropped. American newsreel menare reported 
as having left the country. No pictures 


of the occupation of Paris have been made 
available; and films from German occupied 
territory, if they come at all, are likely 
to come from Berlin. Films from French 
France are likely to show the effects of 
imposed culture - a new government, a new 
censorship. But nothing has come through 
from France since its collapse. Only Eng- 
land is Shipping regularly; and only Fox 
and News of the Day continue to hold con- 
tracts for German films. 


Riots in Pittsburgh and other places at 
newsreel pictures of Axis leaders caused 
newsreel heads to meet informally in New 
York City last month. Reports in film news- 
papers of a unanimous decision to cut down 
on the amount of war news are denied by 
several of the companies. It is said that 
there is no agreement; that each company 
intends touse its editorial judgment, leav- 
ing it up tothe individual theatre manager 
to cut what he does not like. Projection 
booths are equipped to cut and patch, and, 
it is argued, each exhibitor is his own 
distributor. 


However, the fact remains that there was 
a meeting, and recent output shows that 
war news is being cut. The explanation 
given is that not much is coming over; that 
what comes is boring — "six months of ruins 
and wrecks." It might be noted that news- 
reels have more official freedom here than 
other films. Except ina fewplaces (Boston, 
Chicago, Pennsylvania, and a few others) 
there is no local censorship; and newsreels 
are exempted from Hays Office scrutiny. 


One newsreel audience test has attracted 
national attention. Standard Theatres Cor- 
poration (Oklahoma City, Oklahoma), operat- 
ing ten theatres in the southwest, asked 
audiences and people onthe street two ques- 
tions: 1) Do you want tosee the devestation 
abroad depicted in our newsreel? 57% of 
the menand 45% of the women answered "Yes." 
2) Do youwant tosee short subjects depict- 
ing conditions inour air force, army, navy, 
preparedness, etc.? 90% of the men and 83% 
of the women answered "Yes." Balance of 
the answers were "No." The number not an- 
swering is not reported. From the poll 
Standard Theatres conclude: "We have de- 
cided to run all of the newsreels except 
any shots which are particularly horrible,

showing human destruction, etc., and plug 
heavily inour advertising the subjects per- 
taining to question number two." 


All newsreels are nowvoluntarily stress-— 
ing national defense, because, they say 
that is the news - and the trend. In keep— 
ing with the trend, it is said that South 
America will get a big play in the future. 


Newsreel producers are happiest with 
American politics, so are ready to eat up 
the national election campaigns. 


DOMINION 


The Home Front, third in the "Canada 
Carries On" series of 1-reel films, was re- 
leased theatrically throughout Canada on 
June 27 by the National Film Board of Canada, 
film wing of the Bureau of Public Informa- 
tion. The film is described as "portraying 
in vivid style the auxiliary work of women 
and women's organizations." Production of 
these films is regarded asa regular service 
to the people of Canada. They are expected 
to play inabout three-quarters of all the- 
aters of Canada during the coming months. 


Other films in production are reported 
as follows: The Mechanics of War, pictur- 
ing the vital importance of machines in the 
present war; Canada’s Wings, covering the 
Empire AirTraining scheme "which has lately 
been speeded upto meet the tempo of light- 
ning war"; Refugees, revealing "Canada's 
part in creating a home in the New World 
for children from Europe"; and Outworks 
of Defense, “a film showing the far flung 
regions of the Dominion which are now vital 
in home defense." The Peoples of Canada 
"will provide a background to Canadian opin- 
ion by throwing a light onthe origins of the 
Canadian people and the contributions of 
the many racial strains to national life." 
The First Year “will sumupthe experiences 
of one year of war for non-theatrical au- 
diences." 


Other films dealing with special phases 
of Canada's economic and social life are 
progressing along with the war program. 
Timber Front and Mining Front represent the 
first two of "a series drawing attention 
to public responsibility in the operation 
and conservation of the country's natural 


resources." They are directed to non-the- 
atrical audiences among adult education 
groups. Irving Jacoby's Ice Hockey is be- 
ing completed now for fall release. Other 
recently completed Canadian documentary 
films have been previously reported in FILM 
NEWS for May and June. 


Arrangements have been made for a wide 
theatrical showing of the "Canada Carries 
On" series in Australia, New Zealand,and 
other parts of the British Commonwealth. 
Non-theatrical distribution has been ar- 
ranged inthe same countries forother films 
produced for the Board. The pictures have 
been made available to American newsreel 
companies. 


AVIATION 


NYA is making a new film to be called 
Youth In Aviation. It contains shots from 
several NYA projects dealing with aviation: 
aviation mechanics projects at Camp DeSota, 
Tampa,Florida; New York University students’ 
work on aviation researcH wind tunnel, etc. ); 
Charleston, West Virginia project; and some 
shots fromanother NYA film showing partic-— 
ipation of NYA students in building a sea- 
plane base in cooperation with Civil Aero- 
nautics Administration. Ready in about six 
weeks. 


NYA will handle a large part of the train-— 
ing program to develop skilled workers for 
national defense production, and it is re- 
ported that interest inmechanical training 
will be encouraged through the use of films. 


NEEFA 


A group of New England educational in- 
stitutions, which for the past several years 
have been operating independent film 1li- 
braries, announce the establishment of the 
New England Educational Film Association. 
The purpose of NEEFA is to promote the in- 
telligent use of motion pictures as teach- 
ing aids by acting as a clearing house for 
information, by cooperating in previewing, 
selecting and evaluating suitable materials 
and supplying these materials in a simpli- 
fied standardized way for a lower and uni- 
form fee. A coordinated catalogue of films 
will be published on an early September 
date. 


The participating organizations of this 
cooperative project are Boston University, 
CCC-First Corps Area, Dartmouth College, 
Harvard University, Massachusetts State De— 
partment of Education, University of Maine, 
and the University of New Hampshire. Mem- 
bers of the Board of Directors are: R. Haven 
Falconer (Dartmouth), Chairman; James R. 
Brewster (Harvard); Abraham Krasker (B.U.); 
John A. Fox (CCC); Donald W. Smith (U of 
N.H.); and O.S. Lutes (U. of Maine). 


Membership in the organization is open 
only tonon-profit educational institutions 
in New England having a library from which 
they are willing to rent films through a 
general consolidated catalogue. There are 
no dues, registration fees, or assessments. 
R.H. Falconer is handling applications for 
membership. Full details will be released 
in September. 


Current recommendation of Dartmouth Col- 
lege Films department is Land of Liberty. 
Excerpts: "Compiled from prominent photo- 
plays andshort subjects by the Motion Pic- 
ture Producers and Distributors of America, 
Land of Liberty gives a better plea for 
freedom than any other show at the World's 
Fair...Even though (it) was not made as a 
hysterical response to present European de- 
velopments it not only typifies the spirit 
of the World's Fair, for peace and freedom, 
but alsoexemplifies the many virtues of 
American Democracy." 


AGRICULTURE 


One first prize, two second, and one 
third were won by the United States Depart-— 
ment of Agriculture films at the Interna- 
tional Exposition of Agricultural Films, 
held inRome, May 20-27, under the auspices 
of the International Institute of Agricul- 
ture. Official notification of the awards 
was recently received by the Extension Serv—- 
ice from Mr. J. Clyde Marquis, American 
delegate to the Institute. 


A first prize (6500 lires) was awarded 
to Poultry - A Billiton Dollar Industry, in 
the general agricultural propaganda class. 
This film, whichhadits first public show- 
ing at the World's Poultry Congress at 


Cleveland last summer, was sponsored by the 
Department Poultry Committee, and produced 
under the subject-matter supervision of H.L, 
Shrader, Extension Poultryman. It was di- 
rected and edited by Don Bennett, and pho- 
tographed by Carl Turvey. 


Clouds which won a second prize in the 
elementary class (International Institute 
Medal) isa one-reel Weather Bureau picture 
directed by Raymond Evans and produced un- 
der the subject-matter supervision of Dr, 
C.C. Clark. Another second prize (Univer- 
sity Educational Class) was awarded to How 
Animal Life Begins, a school short made by 
the Department incooperationwith the Amer. 
ican Film Center, Inc. This film is based 
on the longer Department of Agriculture 
film, In the Beginning, sponsored by the 
Bureau of Dairy Industry, photographed by 
Carl Turvey, and produced under the subject- 
matter supervision of Dr. E.I. Evans. A 
third prize in the professional class (The 
French Medal) was won by the two-reel film 
Sugar Cane jointly sponsored by the Bureau 
of Plant Industry and the Extension Service 
of Louisiana, directed by Raymond Evans, 
photographed by Eugene Tucker, and produced 
under the subject-matter supervision of Dr. 
E.W. Brandes. 


In all, ten films were released by the 
Department of Agriculture during the fiscal 
year ending June 30 last. They are _ as 
follows: 


Block That Termite (2 reels, sound only, 
16mm and 35mm) Shows habitat and habits of 
subterranean termite. Poor construction 
methods are shown in animation and picture. 
Methods of protecting infested buildings 
from further damage, and points to be ob- 
served in new construction are shown in 
considerable detail. 


Choose to Live (2 reels, sound only, 16 
and 35mm) Described elsewhere in this issue. 


Farm and City - Forward Together (4 reel, 
sound and silent, 16mm and 35mm) The in- 
terdependence of the farmer and the city 
worker and how the A.A.A. farm program af- 
fects it. 


The Land — To Have And ToHold (2 reels, 
sound only, 16mm and 35mm) Shows how the 
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cooperative mortgage credit system of na- 
tional farm loan associations and land banks 
works in the everyday lives of John and Mary 
Farmer, who are typical of the 600,000 mem- 
bers now using their own credit system to 
achieve their goal of owning debt-free farms. 


Pineways to Profit (2 reels, sound only, 
(16mm and 35mm) The old custom of burning 
the woods presents the most serious obstacle 
to forest management in the southern pine 
region. This film exposes the fallacies of 
this custom and shows the benefits of good 
management of southern pine forests. Pri- 
marily of interest to audiences from Vir- 
ginia to Texas. 


Poultry - A Billion Dollar Industry (3 
reels, sound only, 16mm and 35mm) Shows 
the magnitude of the poultry industry in 
the U.S. and its economic importance. Shows 
large and small poultry farms, hatcheries, 
markets, cold storage plants and handling 
of poultry products in cold storage, pro- 
duction line methods of dressing poultry, 
the liquid eg¢ business, education and con- 
sumer aspects. 


Producing Quality Poultry (3/4 reel, 16mm 
silent only, color) This short color film 
shows the application of the National Poultry 
Improvement Plan tothe production of qual- 
ity poultry. Contrasting the production of 
mongrel flocks withR.O.P. flocks, it shows 
how care in selecting breeding stock, hatch- 
ing only selected eggs, and State and Fed- 
eral supervision of the administration of 
the N.P.I.P. enables the farmer to obtain 
chicks that will grow into healthy profit- 
able producers. 


Terracing inthe Northeast (1 reel, sound 
only, 16mm and 35mm) An informative pic-— 
ture showing the construction and uses of 
terraces andother erosion control measures 


Trees To Tame The Wind (1 reel, sound 
only, 16mmand 35mm) This film answers the 
oft-repeated query, "Are the Shelterbelt 
plantings in the Great Plains States from 
North Dakota toTexas, which have been fos- 
tered by the Government, successful?" The 
picture not only depicts the success of the 
windbreaks but shows their effects on the 
lives and fortunes of the people who have 
taken advantage of them. 


White Fringed Beetle (2 reels, sound 
only, 16mm and 35mm) This film shows the 
life history of a serious newly introduced 
pest and the various methods being carried 
on by the Federal and State Governments for 
the control and eradication of this insect 
in the Gulf region. 


CHOOSE TO LIVE 


In pursuit of its No. 1 slogan —- Fight 
Cancer With Knowledge, the American Society 
for the Control of Cancer, has added films 
to its many publicizing activities. Choose 
To Live, (2 reels, sound only, 16mmand 35mn, 
running time 18 min. ), its current and first 
release, afilm on cancer control specially 
prepared for lay audiences, is the story of 
one woman's encounter with cancer. It is 
presented against a background of educa- 
tional information on the subject. 


Choose To Live was produced by the Motion 
Picture Division ofthe Department of Agri- 
culture, under the supervision of William 
Allen Luey, for the United States Public 
Health Service and the A.S.C.C. The actors 
are professional; laboratory and hospital 
scenes were shot under expert medical super- 
vision at Memorial Hospital, New York; Ma- 
rine Hospital, Baltimore; and the National 
Cancer Institute, Bethesda, Maryland. ~ The 
music score, played by members of the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company Symphony orches— 
tra, is anoriginal arrangement by James C. 
Bradford. Cost of production was $6,000, 
of which the U. S. Public Health Service 
furnished half and the American Society for 
the Control of Cancer the other half. 


The film opens with a warning by Dr. 
Thomas Parran, Surgeon General of the U.S.: 
"This disease has been on the increase in 
recent years. It now ranks second among 
the causes of death." It closes with an 
appeal by Dr. C.C. Little, Director of the 
A.S.C.C., to unite against this disease. 
The character of the physicians and organ- 
izations associated with the picture attests 
to the scientific validity of its message. 


About 70 prints are now in use in the 
United States, and "the reaction from Health 
Departments, physicians and educators has 
been gratifyingly favorable," according to 


the society. Copies may be purchased at 
cost of printing, or rented at a low upkeep 
charge, from the American Society for the 
Control of Cancer, 350 Madison Avenue, NYC, 
and from the U. S. Public Health Service, 
Washington, D. C. Sale and rental charges 
are kept at a low figure in order to have 
the filmreach the widest possible audience.
